Speecli in Philadelphia. 


MORAL 
REVOLUTION 
NOW 
ON 


Philadelphia, Oct. Ì7. — The great 
bili tie between the local Roiniblican 
ovganizallon and the City Party, the 
mimicipal 
reform 
organisation 
re- 
cently formtd here, was enlivened by 
the visit of Governor Joseph Folk, of 
Missouri, who CLimo to lend his voice 
in the interest of good 
government 
The Missouri governor addressed 
a 
large and enthusiastic audience in the 
Academy of Music. He S3X)ke under 
the-aiisi)icos of the City Club, which 
claims no connection with the, City 
Party. 


The crowd that attempted to gain 
entrance to the Academy was so great, 
that the doors were closed before the 
meeting began. Several thousand per- 
sons who could not get in were ad- 
dressed by City Party speakers. Gov- 
ernor Folk said in part: 


"The most conspicuous fact of mu- 
nicipal 
governments in the 
United 
States today is that they are govern- 
ments by the few and not by the peo- 
ple. There is more aggressive rotten^ 
iiess and less aggressive patriotism in 
our large cities than anywhere elsGv 
If the pati'iotism can be made as ag- 
gressive as the Rottenness, the prob- 
lem of good 
government 
^vould be 
Bolved by the people taking the gov- 
ernment into their own hands. If cor- 
rnption exists in Philadelphia, the peo- 
ple are to blame; if corruption is to 
be eradicated 
the people alone 
can 
do it. The light you are making here 
is a battle which will be felt by every 
town. 'City and state In the land. The 
benefit of a victory for good govern- 
ment will be universal, and the evil 
efforts of a 
defeat 
will 
demoralize 
those who believe in good government 
by the people. The average man does 
ttotv' appreciate the solemn 
duty he 
owes his city, statè and his country. 


''The strength of the lawless ele- 
ment Is great, but it is nothing when 
it comes In contact with a public con- 
science thoroughly aroused. Philadel- 
phia at last seerris to be awakening» 
and though the gang has been strong 
It Is being shattered beneath thò shafts 
of public opinion under the leadership 
of Mayor Weaver. 
The people can 
overthrmv civic evils whenever they 
•want to and get Just as good govern- 
ment as they deserve or as bad as they 
permit it to become. 


"The inorai revolution that Is now 
sweeping over the land is merely a 
revival of the rule of the people. Foul 
years ago the laws against bribery in 
all of the states were considered as 
practically dead letters. Not because 
the offense was uncommon, but be- 
cause it was \incommon for officials 
to be prosecuted for it. Here waa a 
crime worse than any other, for their 
offense violated the law, while bribery 
strikes at the foundation of all laws. 
Yet the law denouncing it was not en- 
forced; bribery became the usual and 
expected thing all over the land; cor- 
rupt men feasted and fattened at pub- 
lic expense, laws became merchandise 
on the market, and all this time the 
public conscience was asleep. 
When 
the revelation came the people saw 
how they had been plundered, 
they 
saw the offense in all its enormity, 
and from one end of the land to the 
other there was a civic awakening. 


"I have spoken of corruption, brib- 
ery and grafting, using the terms as 
they 
are 
commonly 
used 
synony- 
mously. While the effect on the public 
may be as injurious from grafting as 
from boodling there is a distinction be- 
tween them. The boodler sells his votxi 
and 
prostitutes his trust for bribe 
money contrary to law, but the grafCer 
Is not always a boodler. The remedy 
for corruption, bribery and 
grafting 
of ^very kind is to enforce the law. If 
the system is working an illegal game 
Instead of trying to beat the game, the 
better way is to stop the game."

FOR CORRUPTION 


Governor of Missouri Makes Reform 
Speech ia Philadelphia. 


MORAL REVOLUTION NOW ON 


Phlladi>lphla, Oct. 1'7. — The great 
bHltle between the local Republican 
oVganizallou and the City Party, the 
mimlcipal 
reform 
organixation 
re­ 
cently formed here» Avas enlivened by 
the visit of Governor Joseph Folk, of 
Missouri, who came to lend his voice 
in the interest of good governm ent 
The Missouri governor addressed a 
largo and enthusiastic audience in the 
Academy of Music, He s]X)ke under 
the^auspicos of the City Club, which 
claims no connection with the. City 
Party, 
The crowd that attem pted to gain 
entrance to the Academy was so great 
th at the doors wore closed before the 
meeting began. Several thousand pei'- 
sons wlio could not get in were ad­ 
dressed by City Party speakèrs. Gov­ 
ernor Folk said in part: 
‘‘The most conspicuous fact of mu­ 
nicipal 
governinents in the United 
States today is that they are govern­ 
ments by the few and not by the peo­ 
ple. There is more aggressive rotten- 
riQss and less aggressive patriotism in 
our large cities than anywhere elsev 
If the patilotism can be made as ag­ 
gressive as the i*ottenness, the prob­ 
lem of good 
government 
Avould b6 
solved by the people taking the gov* 
ernm ent into their own hands. If cor* 
niption exists in Philadelphia, the peo­ 
ple are to blame; if corruption is to 
be eradicated the people alone can 
do it. The fight you are making here 
is a battle Avhich will be felt by every 
town. 'City and state in the land. The 
benefit of a victory for good govern­ 
m ent will be universal, and the evil 
efforts of a defeat will demoralize 
those who believe in good government 
by the people. The average man does 
ttot^^ appreciate the solemn 
duty he 
owes his city, statò and his country. 
'‘The strength of the lawless ele­ 
m ent is great, but it is nothing when 
it comes in contact with a public con­ 
science thoroughly aroused. Philadel­ 
phia at last fteeiiis to be awakening» 
and though the gang has been strong 
It is being shattered beneath thò shafts 
of public opinion under the leadership 
of Mayor Weaver. 
The people can 
overthiw v civic evils whenever they 
•want to and get Just as good govern­ 
ment as they deserve or ag bad as they 
perm it It to become. 
"The inorai revolution th at Is no^ 
sweeping over the land Is merely a 
revival of the rule of the people. Four 
years ago the laws against bribery In 
all of the states were considered as 
practically dead letters. Not because 
the offense was uncommon, but be­ 
cause it WO.S uncommon for officials 
to be prosecuted for it. H ere was a 
crime worse than any other, for their 
offense violated the law, while bribery 
strikes at the foundation of all laws. 
Yet the law denouncing It was not en­ 
forced; bribery became the usual and 
expected thing all over the land; cor­ 
rupt men feasted and fattened at pub­ 
lic expense, laws became merchandise 
on the market, and all this time the 
public conscience was asleep. 
When 
the revelation came the people saw 
how they had been plundered, they 
saw the offense in all its enormity, 
and from one end of the land to the 
other there was a civic awakening. 
have spoken of corruption, brib­ 
ery and grafting, using the term s as 
they 
are 
commonly 
used 
synony­ 
mously, While the effect on the public 
may be as injurious from grafting as 
from boodling there is a distinction be- 
tw^een them. The boodler sells his vote 
and 
prostitutes his trust for bribe 
money contrary to law, but the grafter 
is not always a boodler. The remedy 
for corruption, bribery and grafting 
of ^very kind Is to enforce the law. If 
the system is working an Illegal game 
Instead of trying to beat the game, the 
better way is to stop the gam e/'

Novgorod aro rather good 
instances 
of 
everything 
which 
a 
workVs 
fair 
should not be. 
They arc 
quaint and medieval, how- 
ever, being vast gatherijigs of semi- 
barbarous peoples and tribes of many 
races. 
They are worth visiting once, 
,with camera and note book. 


Nizhni Novgorod is situated at the 
confluence of the goat river Volga with 
the Oka. 
There has been an annual 
fair here, or in this vicinity, for ten 
centuries. 
The city is on both sides 
of tho Oka. 
The fair is held on the 
left bank, in a system of booths and 
warehouses, of both wood and stone, 
constructed especially for the purpose. 


Ordinax'ily the population does not 
exceed sixty thousand, but during the 
fair there are sometimes three hun- 
dred tliousand people about the town, 
from every part of Southeastern Eu- 
rope and Asia. Hither resort Armen- 
ians, Persians, and the sleek, fat mer- 
chants of 
Bokhara* and 
Ta^hkend. 
"xith 
traders from distant China and 
India. 


There are three thousand booths, or 
small stO'"^s, for rental, each construct- 
ed as a show room for goods, v/ith 
quarters for the proprietor iu the rear. 
Goods valued at not iess than three 
hundred millions of rubles aro brought 
liere for sale or tratiic—slllvs, cottons, 
teas, furs, hides, knives, swords, dag- 
gers and weaiwns of all kinds, sacred 
Images, costly robes, musical instru- 
ments, and a thousand trinkets 
and 
utensils peculiar to mid-Asian 
coun- 
tries, as well as great quantities of 
grain, oil and salt. 


But the strangest, most remarkable 
feature of the fair is the people them- 
selves, in the odd dress of so many 
Jifferent countries and tribes — Tar- 
tars. Kirghiz, Buriats, Georgians, be 
|.des lUissians and Cossacks. Turks 
and Syrians. 
It is said that lifty dif- 
ferent languages and dialects may be 
heard spoken here. 


The Volga, "the Mother of Waters," 
is to the Nizhni Fair what Lake Mich- 
igan was to the Columbian Exposition 
at Chicago. 
Its broad expanse rests 
the eye, its great majestic curve be^u- 
tifjes the whole Eastern hindscape. 


My aunt. Miss Ella Magruder, and I 
were at the fair here from August 12 
to August 27. iifttKiU days, and on the 
afternoon of the 17th my aunt and 1 
accompanied an excursion of Bokha 
ran merclwxnts up the river on a steam- 
boat which they had chartered for the 
occasion.

ley as the nurse crop. 
In cabo clover 
is tried with oats one can be more 
sure of success when the oats are cut 
for hay somewhat before tliey mature. 


T h e ' common rc<l 
clover 
answers 
every requirement where a good hay 
crop' Is wanted, and for enriching the 
soil no clover crop Is better. 
For per- 
manent pasture a mixture of 
gra«i 
seed will generally prove more satis- 
factory than a simple variety of either 
clover'or grass.—Farmer's Guide.

This only 
increases tho retaliation In tho form «»f 
kicking. 
A kicking cow is an angry 
cow, and after one has exhausted hts

tnashes, etc., Avithout success, the only 
thing to do is to secure her in a man­ 
ner that she can neither kick noi* iu- 
jure herself.

Will Remain in New Oxford. 


For the past two weeks there was con- 
siderable talk and flurry about town in 
regards to one of our foremost industries 
being removed to McSherrystown, but the 
following from the correspondent will ex- 
plain the particulars in the matter. 


McSherrystown, Oct. 12th.—The public 
meeting held in the Union Opera House 
last evening to consider the project of se- 
curing a manufacturing industry for this 
place, was very poorly attended, owing 
probably to the fact that the enterprise 
was too gigantic and therefore considered 
impracticable. 
About 30 citizens were 
present to listen to the proposition of a 
committee who had the matter in charge. 
Dr. George L. Rice presided and briefly 
stated that the Emmert Shoe Factory, of 
New Oxford, manufacturing infants' and 
children's shoes, would be moved to this 
place if Builicient capital could be raised 
to carry on the business on a largo scale. 
The amount necessary was ?30,000, of 
which Mr. Emmert himself would take 
S5,000, or possibly §8,000, leaving $22,000 
to be raised by our citizens. 


The matter was freely discussed, many 
questions regarding the business being 
asked by the repiesentatives present. The 
undertaking seemed too great; at least no 
one volunteered to shoulder the responsi- 
bility of assuming the risk of bringing the 
matter to a head and it was smothered out 
by silence.

Will Remain in New Oxford. 
For the past two weeks there was con­ 
siderable talk and flurry about town in 
regards to one of our foremost industries 
being removed to McSherrystown, but the 
following from the correspondent will ex­ 
plain the particulars in tlie matter. 
McSherrystown, Oct. 12th.—The public 
meeting held in the Union Opera House 
last evening to consider the project of se­ 
curing a manufacturing industry for this 
place, was very poorly attended, owing 
probably to the fact that the enterprise 
was too gigantic and therefore considered 
impracticable. 
About 30 citizcns were 
present to listen to the proposition of a 
committee who had the matter in charge. 
Dr. George L. Bice presided and briefly 
stated that the Emmert Shoe Factory, of 
New Oxford, manufacturing infants’ and 
children’s shoes, would be moved to this 
place if suflicient capital could be raised 
to carry on the business on a largo scale. 
The amount necessary was il30,000, of 
which Mr. Emmert himself would take 
S5,000, or possibly §8,000, leaving $22,000 
to be raised by our citizens. 
The matter was freely discussed, many 
questions regarding the business being 
asked by the repiesentatives present. The 
undertaking seemed too great; at least no 
one volunteered to shoulder the responsi­ 
bility of assuming the risk of bringing the 
matter to a head and it was smothered out 
by silence. 
A Board of Trade was then organized

The mail was Convict 73, He was

So there will 
be no change iu this situation until there is equal pay for equal service.

African Railroads. 
With the completion of the giant 
bridge over the Victoria Falls the 
Cape to Cairo railways marks a fur­ 
ther stage in 
its 
steady 
progress 
northward. 
No description can give 
an 'idea of the majestic beauty of the 
Victoria Falls, on the Zambesi river, 
when in flood are one mile and a 
quarter wide, the water precipitating 
itself through a gorge from 450 to 
500 feet deep and 250 feet wide. The 
bridge is stretched a distance of 450 
feet, and be'ing 450 feet above the 
water, it is the highest in the world. 
The Duke of Abercorn performed the 
ceremony of opening the railway. 
Another great scheme is a propos­ 
ed trans-African railway from Dar-es- 
Salaam to Liberville, in the French 
Congo. 
The railway will thus pass 
through the heart of the Congo Free 
State. 


Long Submarine Tunnels. 
Much attention has been attracted 
to the opening of the new subway 
tunnel under Boston Harbor, but the 
longest tunnel under water is in Eng­ 
land, where there Is a tunnel under 
the River Sever four miles C24 yards 
long, of which two and one-half miles 
are actually under water. 
The pro­ 
posed tunnel under the English chan­ 
nel will be 23 miles in length, and the 
latest project is the construction of a 
tunnel to connect France with Eng­ 
land, which would be 33 miles 
in 
length and would lie at a depth of 
500 feet below tho bottom of the 
channel. The longest submarine tun­ 
nel actually in course of construction 
is that connecting the islands of Sicily 
with the Italian mainland, which w IIj 
be eight and one-half miles long.— 
New York Herald.

FRANCIS DRAKE AS A 
PIRATE AND KNIGHT 


How His Golden Hind Captured the 
Richly Laden Spanish Ship, ilxt 
Glory of the Southern Seas, 


Miss Agnes Laut relates in ITarpor‘s 
the brilliant adventures of Sir Francis 
Drake, pirate and knight, Avho sailed 
the South Seas imder Queen Eliza­ 
beth’s patronage to

Following is Miss Laut’s ac­ 
count of how Drake’s ship, the Golden 
Hind, pursued a Spaniard and robbed 
her:

Drake's 
announcement was a roaring cannon­ 
ade that blev»^ the mast-poles off the 
Spanish ship, crippling her like a bird 
with wings broken. For the rest th(‘ 
scene was what has 
been onactcKl 
wherever pirates have played their 
game—a furious fusillade from the 
cannon mouths, belching from decks 
and ix)rtholes, the unscathed ship rid­ 
ing down on the staggering victim like 
a beast on its prey, the clapping of the 
grapping hooks that bound the captive 
to tho sides of her victor, the rush 
over decks, the flash of naked sword, 
the decks swimming in blood and the 
quick turrender. The booty from this 
treasure ship was roughly estimated 
as twenty-six tons of pure silver, thir­ 
teen chests of gold plate, eighty pounds 
of pure gold, and precious jewels~em- 
eralds and pearls—to the value in mod­ 
ern money of $720,000.

Hind was so heavily freighted with 
treasure it was actually necessary to

Cooking: W lttiu a t F ir« . 
In the cooking schools of Berlin, Mu­ 
nich, Frankfort 
and 
other German 
cities the use of the “flreless stove,” 
or “cooking box,” is strongly recom* 
mended. The apparatus consists eijn* 
ply of a wooden box, thickly lined with 
hay or felt, and fitted with a tight 
cover. 
Kests are made in the lining. 
Into which pots containing food that 
has first been boiled for a few minutes 
over a fire are placed, tightly covered, 
and the box Is closed. Tho Iljilng re­ 
tains tho heat for hours, and the food 
Is slowly cooked, with better results, 
in many cases, than can be attained by 
rapid cooking on a stove. Of course, 
the apparatus does not answer for 
cooking steaks, chops, or cakes which 
require a quick, hot fire, but it is et- 
celleot iot soups and vegetables.

Sea water Is proposed as a cure for 
consumption by a French scientist 
named Quinton, who has 
communi­ 
cated his discovery to the Academy 
of Medicine at Par4s. 
ITnlted States 
Consul General Guenther, at Frank­ 
fort, Germany makes report on the 
subject. The value of tho remedy ap­ 
pears, according to Mr. Guenther, to 
depend upon the exact proportion of 
salt and liquid. 
Continuing 
the 
Consul 
General 
said: 
“Experiments were conducted with 
sea w.ater which was so diluted with 
pure water as to contain seven parts 
of salt In 1,000 parts of liquid. Only 
in this strength salt water should be 
brought into contact with the Inner 
tissues of the human body. 
The sea 
wateis must, of course, be sterilized, 
and Is then injected hypodermically 
once in three or four days In doses 
of from 50 to 300 cubic centimeters.” 
Sea air and sea water have been re- 
coRnized by the experts of tho army 
as a good thing for tuberculosis pati­ 
ents, and it was for this reason that 
experiments on this line were tried 
at Pensacola, Fla.

of salt are tried for consumption.

With the completion of the giant 
bridge 
over the Victoria Falls 
the 
Cape to Cairo railways marks a fur- 
ther stage in 
its 
steady 
progress 
northward. 
No description can give 
an 'idea of the majestic beauty of the 
Victoria Falls, on the Zambesi river, 
when in flood are one mile and a 
quarter wide, the water precipitating 
itself through a gorge from 450 to 
500 feet deep and 250 feet wide. The 
bridge is stretched a distance of 450 
feet, and be'ing 450 feet above 
the 
water, it is the highest in the world. 
The Duke of Abercorn performed the 
ceremony of opening the railway. 


Another great scheme is a propos- 
ed trans-African railway from Dar-es- 
Salaam to Liberville, in the French 
Congo. 
The railway will thus pass 
through the heart of the Congo Free 
State.

Much attention has been attracted 
to the opening of the new 
subway 
tunnel under Boston Harbor, but the 
longest tunnel under water is In Eng- 
land, where there is a tunnel under 
the River Sever four miles C24 yards 
long, of which two and one-half miles 
are actually under water. 
The pro- 
posed tunnel under the English chan- 
nel will be 23 miles in length, and the 
latest project is the construction of a 
tunnel to connect France with Eng- 
land, which would be 33 miles 
in 
length and would lie at a depth of 
500 feet below the bottom of 
the 
channel. 
The longest submarine tun- 
nel actually In course of construction 
Is that connecting the Islands of Sicily 
with the Italian mainland, which wlL 
be eight and one-half miles long.— 
New York Herald. 


Miss Agnos Laut relates in ITarpor's

Following is Miss Laufs ac- 
count of how Drake's ship, the Golden 
Hind, pursued a Spaniard and robbed 
her: 


"At 3 in the afternoon of Maroh 1 
John Drake, iho commander's brother, 
shouted out from the mast-top, whore 
he clung, 'Sail ho!* and the blood of 
every Englishman aboard jumped to 
the words.

So unaware of danger was the 
captain that ho thought Drake some 
messenger sent by the viceroy, and in- 
stead of getting arms in readiness and 
pressing sails he furled his canvas, 
came to anchor and waited! 
Drake\s 
announcement was a roaring cannon- 
ade that blevr the mast-poles off tlie 
Spanish ship, crippling her like a bird 
with wings broken. 
For the rest ilu^ 
scene was what has 
been 
cnnctcKl 
wherever pirates have played 
their 
game—a furious fusillade from 
the 
cannon mouths, belching from decks 
and iK)rthoies. the unscathed ship rid- 
ing down on the staggering victim like 
a beast on its prey, tlie clapping of the 
grapping hooks that bound the captive 
to tho sides of her victor, tho rush 
over decks, the flash of naked sword, 
the decks swimming in blood and the 
quick lurrender. 
The booty from this 
treasure ship was roughly estimated 
as twenty-six tons of pure silver, thir- 
teen chests of gold plate, eighty pounds 
of pure gold, and precious jewels—em- 
eralds and pearlK—to the value in mod- 
ern money of 9720,000. 
The GoMen 
Hind was so heavily freighted with 
treasure it was actually necessary to 
lighten ballast by throwing spices and 
silks overboard."

of from 50 to 300 cubic centimeters."

It is known as the liall 
Electric ¡Semaphore Korinal Clear ¡?3'stem, 
and is operated by stationary storage bat- 
teries. ^ The line between J3ergen. i i . J., 
and ^liddlctown, a distance of 68 mijes, 
is to be equipped at once. For the first 32 
miles tlie signals will be put two-thirds of 
a mile apart; for the rest of the distance, 
about one and one-third miles apart.

will require five power plants for charging

Cooking Witliont Fire. 


In the cooking schools of Berlin, Mu- 
nich, P^'ankfort 
and 
other German 
cities the use of the "fireless stove," 
or ''coolting box," is strongly recom- 
mended. 
The apparatus consists sim- 
ply of a wooden box, thickly lined with 
hay or felt, and fitted with a tight 
cover. 
Nests are made in the lining, 
into which pots containing food that 
has first been boiled for a few minutes 
over a fire are placed, tightly covered, 
and the box is closed. 
The lining re- 
tains the heat for hours, and iLe food 
is slowly cooked, with better results, 
in many eases, than can be attained by 
rapid cooking on a stove. 
Of course, 
the apparatus does not answer for 
cooking steaks, chops, or cakes wiiich 
require a quick, hot fire, but It is ex- 
csllent for «oups and vegetables.
